Next pile frcHb horse ma- 
nuro agalnBl the outside of the bar- 
rel The heat from the manure will 
warm and force the plant to grow 
Tho rhubarb wlU grow, toward the 
opening and on account of the dark- 
noBB In the barrel, the stocks will be

TlIK movement toward tho Inde- 
pendence of India has thrown 
Into prominence three of tho 
pivotal cities of the pensln- 
Bula. From Delhi, capital of India, the 
DrIlIsb omdals nro keeping cloao 
watch of developnicnta; In Lahore met 
tho All India Nationalist congress 
which Issued tho declaration of Inde- 
pendence; nnd In Calcutta, greatest of 
tho Indian cltk^s, there was recently a 
huge demonstration In favor of inde- 
pendence. 

If one spot were singled out In his- 
tory-steeped India ns most historic of 
all. probably It would bo the city of 
Delhi, for both written records and 
onil traditions extending back for ages 
tell of power wielded from Delhi's site. 
New Delhi, constructed to be tho seat 
of the Empire of India, has been built 
on ground where cities have risen nnd 
passed away through tho centuries, 
nnd nbout which nro situated beauti- 
ful and strlU'lng monuraenta of one of 
the world's most powerful empires of 
the past. 

Though legend makes Delhi n place 
of Importance from earliest times, his- 
tory takes no account of It until nbout 
lOM A. D., when It was the sent of a 
Hindu ruler. It was captured by 
Mohammedan Invaders from Afghani- 
Stan In llOU, and from that time onward 
was tho capital of a aiolmmmcdan In- 
dian empire. Delhi, In the days of the 
Mohammedan conquest, lay to the 
south of the present city, and there 
where the new power was set up. the 
nrst Mohammedan ruler. Kutb-ud-dln, 
built In celebration of his conquest a 
tower of victory, the Kuib MInar. 
which stands today nnd has been called 
"the most perfect tower In tho world." 
Capital of tho Great MoQUla. 
TImur the Uimo (Tamerlane), the 
Tatar scourge of Asia toward the end 
of tho Fourteenth century, swooped 
down from Snnnarkand In IMS and 
sacked Delhi; and In 1520 his lineal 
descendant, llaber. took tho Tatar 
hordes a^aln Into India, captured the 
elty, and founded the Mopul empire, 
through the fame of which Delhi Is 
best known to western ears. In lOtW 
Shah .Tahan, the Augustus of the Mo- 
cul emperors, bunt the present Delhi 
to the north of the old city and em- 
beilshed It with mosciucs and palaces 
of great beauty. 

nocauso of Us rich history as the 
founlaln-bead of power In India, Delhi 
-not Calcutta, which was then the cap- 
ital— was chosen In 1877 as the site of 
the Durbar, or galhorlng of native 
kings and princes, at which Queen Vic- 
toria was prpclalmed empress of In-, 
din. Again In lOOa Delhi was chosen 
when a Durbar was held to crown 
King Kdward Yll emperor, and once 
more In 1911 when George V assumed 
that title. On tho'Intter occasion tho 
new emperor announced that this an- 
cient city of emperors would be re- 
stored as the capital of India nnd Us 
250,000.000 subjects. 

The following year the viceroy nnd 
his ndmlnlstiiUlve council moved Into 
temporarv quarters a few miles north 
of the city walla of Delhi. It Is to. 
tho south of Ihn Delhi of recent 
decades, near the site of the more on- 
dent Delhi, however, that the new per- 
ninnont capital, planned on an Imperial 
scale, has recently risen. Tho city 
has been designed to cover approxi- 
mately nO.OOO acres and to house more 
than ho.OOO people connected with tho 
administration of tho Imperial govern- 
ment. 

To tho supornclal observer of the 
work recently In progress It might ap- 
pear that there have been rlsjng the 
buildings of a great world exposition. 
Broad avenues have been laid out nnd 
planted with trees. 'A central feature 
is nn imposing Processlpnnl way at 
the end of which rises tho maln.huUd- 
Ine 0^ tl»Q gronp. Government house, 
home of tho viceroys of India. It in- 
cludes guest' chambers and spacloua 
state dining rooms, ballrooms and re- 
ception halls. On either side of the 
Processional way nro secretariat 
buildings, 

T.nhore is tho capital of Punjab 
state, nnd one of tho Important cross- 
roads of India. Not many curious 
travelers nro found there, for tho city

Yet trains from Im- 
portant southern Indian cities connect 
with lines to the city; railroads from 
the foothills of the western lllmalnya 
mountains touch It; there Is a lino 
from Lahore to the Afghan border on 
the north; nnd from the west como 
trnlns from Karachi, popular landing 
Deid for Kurope-Asla aviators. 
Lahore Is Colorful. 
Lahore Is about as old as the Chris- 
tian era and In some old, walled por- 
tions of the city there has not been 
much change since the city was Hrst 
built. Some of the streets nro so nar- 
row that sightseers who engage ele- 
phants for n tour watch tho natives 
scurry Into doorways nnd. as the ele- 
phants pass, flatten themselves against 
the wall of unattractive houses that 
flank these byways. 

Every house has at least one en- 
closed balcony or bay window nnd no 
two ndjolning houses seem to hnvo 
them protruding from the same floor. 
And no two balconies are tho same 
size. This feitturo of Lahore houso 
construction, nnd the further fnct that 
Lahore's early, builders apparently 
gave no thought to nn even buliaing 
line, make the native thoroughfares a 
jumble of uneven masonry nnd wood. 
There nro few women on the streets 
of Lahore but no matter how many 
windows a house has. nearly all of 
them frame n bronzed feminine face. 
Somo of the women wear shawls, 
others adorn themselves with trinkets 
—stone-encrusted disks pierce the left 
Rides of their nostrils, beads nearly 
cover tho bright waists and bronzed 
necks of the wearers, nnd earrhiKS 
dangle from the ear lobes to the shoul- 
ders. 

At the bazaars, the travelers mlnplo 
with a colorful horde who watch crafty 
merchants drivo home sales of ham- 
mered metalwaro and earthen vessels 
of all shapes and sizes. Jewelry, and 
many other products of local manu- 
facture. 

Calcutta Huao and Busy. 
Calcutta Is one of the most progres- 
sive cities of tho Fast, with nil tho 
modern devices to handle Us tremen- 
dous commerce nnd entertain Its na- 
tive nnd foreign population. In less 
than S.'O years It has become the larg- 
est city In India and second only to 
London In the British empire. 

When .lob Chnrnock of the East 
India company set up a trading station 
at Kniikuta In 1090 the Insignificant 
native vllhiKO occupied n narrow 
stretch of dry land on tho left bank 
of tho nnuMadeu Ilooghly with fever- 
Infested swamps surrounding It on tho 
three other sides. 

Charnock knew tho products of tho 
rich Ganges and nrahmaputra valleys 
could bo routed through Kallkuta and 
the swamps would protect his station 
from unfriendly Indian neighbors, but 
his wildest Imagination, perhaps, did 
not lead him to vision tho Calcutta of 
tho Twentieth century. 

Todav three Important raUronds con- 
verge at Calcutta. Tho treacherous 
shifty channel of tho Hooghly Is o 
parade ground for commercial vessels 
of nil sizes, flying lings of the world. 
Nearly ten miles of modern wharves 
and warehouses, equipped with all 
modern devices, rccclvo and export 
many millions of dollars worth of jute, 
tea, hides, oil seed, lac, cotton, coal 
and other products of Bengal and Bur- 
rounding provinces. And many acres 
of tho old swamp land havo been re- 
claimed, forming beautiful parka and 
sites for government buildings, and 
palatial residences of "Jute kings" and 
"ten kings." . • 

To the traveler who approaches Cal- 
cutta by water. Its growth la a mys- 
tery. At tho mouth of tlio Hooghlyj 
tho Indigo bluo water of tho Bay of 
Bengal turns to a dirty brown. For 
much of tho SO-mllo trip mud flats and 
water-logged forests form tho ^lve^ 
sido scenery with no evidence of civil I- 
zntlon Buvo for tho coraraerclal craft 
plying tho river. Only tho moat skilled 
pilot can Btcer avesscJ up the ihlfty 
cliauncL * .
